Investigation,
however, proved that the report was
A grose  exaggeration., Some  boys
bound for a foot ball game werve chas-
Ing the mules In the yard below the
Dodge when a deputy named Myers
hove in sight and proceeded to chase
the boys.

On reaching the railroad tracks the
boys halteidl and waited for Myers o
come up, Then ensued a lot of talk
and while this was golng on some
more boys and a crowd of young men
came nlong. This impelled the
crowd to become hold and invited the
deputy to. cut loose if he was looking
for hother., The deputy thought things
were getting too warm and, displaying
a revolver, advised the crowd to re-
frain from getting him riled.

Along about this juncture a train
passed by and when it reached Belle-
vue crossing one of the brakemen
shouted to the crowd hanging about
thers that a riot was on down nt the
Dodege. In a twinkling half of Belle-
vite wid headed down the tracks, Be-
fore miuch of the crowd gathered, how-
ever, Fire Bosa Robert Owens reached
the scene and bade the deputy take
limegelf and his gun out of slught.
The maln body of the crowid, conse-
quently, found nothing more exciting
than the stories of the boys as to how
it all came near happening,

HAB CLOBED.

Witnesses Called Baturday to Corro-
bate Grier with Referonce to What
Took Place in Loftus’ Drug Store.
Larges Number of Character Wit-

The evidence In the case of Common
Councliman James J, Grler, charged
with bribery by the Munleipal league,
was ull In when court adjourned on
Saturday afternoon, but no night ses-
slon waos held, as was expected. Court
will open this morning at 830 and It
I8 expected that the arguments of
counsel gand charge of the court will
consume ‘about six hours,

It has been one of the longest crimi-
nal trials In the history of Lackas
wanna county, It having consumed the
attention of the court since last Tues-
day morning.

Saturday was devoled principally to
the hearing of character witnesses for
the defendant and additional evidencs
corroborutive of Grier's testimony re-
garding the showing of Harris' letter
In Loftus' drug store and the an-
nouncement by him (Grler) that ha
was going to trap the detectlve and
the showing later on of the $40 recelved
from Harris,

John J, Loftus was the first wilness.
He sald he heard Griev tell Carl Mce-
Kinney thuat he had recelved o letter
from Harrls and that he was golng to
trap him. Later Grler returned with
$40, which he showed witness and
Colaman, Calpin, McKinney and l.y-
nott,

LYNOTT ON THE S8TAND.

Willlam TLynott, clerk of common
council, was next examined. He cor-
roborated the testimony of the other
wiltnesses regarding the meeting In the
drug store. Atltorney M. A. McGinley
testified to the fact that Grier came
to him and, after telling him of his
acceptance of the $40 from Harvis, gave
him the two bills to keep for use in
the future, when Grier Intended to
prosecute Ilarris. Witness put the
money In an envelope and kept it till
the trial,

Carl W, MceKinney wuas next callgd,
but was not on hand and Mayor Moelr,
the next witness, accordingly took the
stand. The mayor testified to the fact
that Select Councilman Coyne and ex-
Select Counclliman H. T. Fellows came
to his tailor shop on the evening of
May L. Fellows told of Harris seduc-
ing councilmen to accept bribes to vote
for an amendment to the license tax
ordinance, and wanted to have Detec-
tive Moir, the mayor's son, arvest him.

The mayor sald he told Fellows that
if Harris was offering money some of
the counclimen should accept it, mark
it and place it in the hands of an at-
torney as evidence of bribery, This
wus after the re-m'ghnlsatlon of coun-
clis.

Postmaster I, H. Ripple was the fly'st
of the character witnesses, He sald
he had known Grier for fifteen years
and had never heard his official acts
discussed before this case. Mpr. New-
comp asked the witness If he had
heard that when the telephone ordin-
ance was pending a comblnation of
counclimen had met together and had
kept messengers running back and
forth from the two telephone com-
panies carrying bids, and whether he
knew Grier was one of this combina-
tion. Witness sald he had never heard
of Griers name being mentioned in
such a connectlon, but had heard of
sirife between the two companles.

HIS REPUTATION GOOD,

City Solleffor Vosburg was next
sworn and said he had pever heard
anything reflecting on Grler's public
life prior to his arrest. Ex-Mayor W.
L, Connell followed Mr, Vosburg., He
saild he had known Grier between
twelve and fifteen years and always
knew him as an honest man. My, New-
comb asked him If he had ever heard
any rumors impugning Grier's official
honesty, and the ex-mayor replied:

“I bave such confidence In Mr. Grier
that even if I heard such rumors I
wouldn't belleve them."

Clty "'reasurer Roblnson, Senator J.
C, Vaughan, Warden W, T, Simpson,
ex-Clty Treasurer C. G. Boland and
ex=Mayvor J. H. Fellows were next ex-
amined and all testified as to their
belief in My, Grier's honesty. Mr,
Neweomb asked each of these a num-
ber of insinuating questions regarding
My, QGrler's public life, but falled to
shake thelr testimony.
